Gentlemen: 

I have just received my three American Revolution Bicentennial Commission 
medals and can only say I "asked for it" (in addition to waiting since 
sending my check on June 21!). 

The illustration looked pretty attractive and while I am not a philatelist, 
the combined mailing seemed worthwhile, even at $5.00 each. 

The stamps are fine: very pretty and lightly cancelled. The medals have 
surface imperfections and minor edge nicks, in addition to a very peculiar 
color. 

What is most impressive is the slovenly presentation. Yes, the envelope 
has a window in it, through which you can see at least part of the 
medal — but never the whole medal and least of all upright. Inside the 
envelope are two single cards with historical text and similar windows. 

Now, what is one supposed to do: take the medal out and display it better? 
That would leave the envelope with pretty stamps and a big hole. ’ If one 
tucks away the composite mailing in a holder of some sort, the printed 
cards are obviously wasted and one might as well forget trying to view the 
medal which is sliding back and forth in its cheap plastic envelope as 
well as rotating freely. 

No one forced me to buy, but I did think that an offer coming from such an 
impressive combination of services would be more worthwhile.
